the volume vf business transacted, whethor 
rin bowe or export trade, thore has been niark- 
ed and substantial incresso and fair profit 
have been realizel. This contradiction 
tetwoen facts and theorica is partly caused 
by tho despondeny of those cupitalitts 
who have expected yet greater returns and 
by the persistent attempts of. many 

of the princes of tho commercial worldto 
ignore the fact that at the present time-the 
stream of tendency is distinctly in the 
direction of the distribution ‘of wealth and 
not, as heretofore, as favoured by an unwise 
and false political econowy,: in favour of 
its ondue accumulation in the hurids ofa 
few wealthy capitalists.

It sooms to me that Captain Fournier had 
given ample timo te the-Chinaso Govern- 
ment to act-in avcordance’ with the terms 
of the Treaty of the 11th of Mny, 2s Lang- 
zon was only to be occupied by the French 
forees on the 25th. of June, or over six 
weeks after the signature of peace. . Such 
is the true statement of facts, and this 
explains why the memorandum was. not 
signed by Li Hung-chang, as the Viceroy 
was never requosted to sign it.

MERCHANTS’ FLEET. 

The sale of the-steamers and properties 
of the China Merchants’ Steam Navigation 
Company to a foreign house, closes at ‘all 
events for the present, this great shipping 
enterprize of the, Government and some 
of the. merchants of this country. The 
Company began business twelvo: years ago 
with two ships, whch were intended to be 
the nucleus of a umpotition, the object of 
which was to dispossers foreigners of the 
coosting: trade, No mercantile ambition 
could‘lave been more. legitimate ; and, as 
it is in the natural order of thinge that the 
a country, should carry on'their 
own coast and internal transit traffic, the 
Company seamed to - start under most 
auspicious circumstances. | As » matter of 
fact, although’ its. operations were rapidly 
extendetl, sv that in -five years, from its 
commencement. the: floot had increased to 
seventeen vessels, its position was regarded 
with suspicion by foreigners’ and natives. 
The Company owed its origin to one or two 
Chinese who: were somewhat acquainted 
with foreign modes of business. His Ex- 
callency Li Hung.chang fostered the Com- 

any from the ‘beginning, proouring for it 
Roane of Government ‘funds and carriage of 
tribute rice. at exorbitant rates of freight, 
and using his influence in. every’ posmble 
way tp promote its prosperity. But at the 
same time the Company-was saddled with o 
number 6f mandarins who mismanaged its 
affairs, The goueral body of Chinese mer.

alvof from becoming. shareholders, and in- 
deed until 1881, the capital was vory small 
compared with the expenditure on steamers, 
and.other plant and: properties.

As thore moust have been losses and heavy 
expenses incurred. since’ that mport was 
published, the smonnt—Tls. 6,250,000—

In order to conduct u large ahip- 
ping business successfully, many qnalific- 
ations ars necessary, and it ia,doubtful if 
those connected with-the Chins Merchants 
Company ever acquired thesv. The man- 
agers had no practical knowledge of thy 
intricate business of steamship owning, ond 
latterly, ot all’ events, they ungaged 
themselves and their company in matters 
that. were altogether vutside their proper 
sphere, as maybe seen in the above balance 
sheet, where a Corean fusn and shares in 
mining companies figure for cunsidorablo 
amounte, ‘the Company has been in straits 
for money for somo time past ; and it must 
Lavo been apparent to Li Uhungt’ang, and 
every. sensibly Chinare, that. 
continue to fight against bad 
unfortunata positical condition in which 
maladroit dipluinavy’ has landed China.
